Pay Impasse Stalls Bill 


Massey’s Compromise 
Is Anticipated Today 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — An impasse 
over the amount of a teachers pay 
raise has stalled a legislative con­ 
ference committee’s negotiatons on 
the school finance bill. 
Sen. A.M. Aikin Jr., D-Paris, and 
the other Senate negotiators voted 
Wednesday to reject a proposal by 
Rep. Tom Massey, D-San Angelo, to 
trim the Senate’s teacher pay raise 
plan from $335 to $265 million. No 


other alternatives were proposed. 
“The Senate’s pretty firm on that 
($335 million more money for 
teachers),’’ said the chairman of the 
Senate negotiators, Sen. 
Oscar 
Mauzy, D-Dallas. 
The Senate members insisted on 
their version, which would raise the 
salary for beginning teachers from 
$8,000 to $9,024 by next year and $9,204 
for 1978-79. 
“ If we’re going to limit the amount 
that we spend to $820 million we’re 
going to have to come down on that 
figure,” Massey said. “I don’t think 
teacher pay should exceed 30 per cent 
of the bill total.” 
Massey, chairman of the five-man 
House negotiating team, said he was 
working on a compromise proposal he 
would present to the conference 
committee today. The compromise 
bill was expected to have a price tag 
of between $820 to $850 million. 
Massey said House negotiators 
were ready to spend more than that 
but Senate negotiators said the 


compromise could not exceed $820 
million — the amount of the Senate’s 
school finance bill. 
The House’s school bill totaled $696 
million but did not include teacher 
salaries (representative voted a $373 
million pay raise for teachers in a 
separate bill not before the conference 
committee). 
“The real guts of the controversy is 
the local fund assignment and teacher

salaries,” Massey said. “ If we don’t 
resolve those we don’t have a bill.” 
No compromises were proposed at 
the negotiating session to settle the 
dispute over how much of the cost of 
basic educational programs local 
school districts will be required to 
pay. 
The House bill calls for the state to 
spend $357 million to the Senate’s $138 
million for reducing the local fund 
assignm ent of individual school 
districts. 
One major conflict was settled 
tentatively earlier in the day with 
Senate negotiators voting 4-1 for a 
controversial provision in the House 
bill to create a school tax assessment 
practices board 


After a few improvements to the 
house, the personnel department will 
be moved in, clearing additional 
space in the main building.

Target doesn’t give up easily. 
Many 
companies 
would 
un­ 
derstandably 
consider 
Monday 
night’s City Council non-action on a 
proposed retail center as a defeat or 
at the least a major setback, but 
Dayton Hudson Properties views the 
situation as just a “minor delay.” 
The company will ask the council to 
reconsider the ordinance formally 
annexing and zoning 14.3 acres north 
of the northwest corner of FM 544 and 
Custer Rd. next month. 
The council was unable to agree on 
an ordinance earlier this week, which 
in effect left the zoning as it is now - 
office and townhouse. 
Dayton Hudson (parent company of 
Target which would be an anchor 
tenant 
in 
the 
shopping 
center) 
believes that the city can reconsider 
the ordinance prepared after a public 
hearing two weeks ago, since the 
motions which failed on 2-2 votes were 
instructions to the city attorney to 
write amended ordinances. 
Those am endm ents were com­ 
pletely unacceptible, according to 
Chris 
Raphael, 
a 
real 
estate 
negotiator for Dayton Hudson. The 
company has already added almost a 
half a million dollars to the cost of the 
store trying to meet all the objections 
of nearby homeowners. 
Anytime a complaint or a view has 
been aired, Raphael said, the com­ 
pany has attempted to rectify the 
problem. Dayton Hudson now believes 
that all the problems have been 
resolved. 


Target has given up 1.3 acres for 
landscaped and walled 
parkways 
along the northern and western 
boundaries and has allocated large 
sums of money to landscape the in­ 
terior of the tract. 
With this large outlay, Raphael 
noted, the company’s projected rate 
of return has already been affected 
Dayton Hudson can not afford to build 
Custer 
as 
a 
six-lane, 
divided 
thoroughfare from FM 544 to 300 feet 
north of Park Blvd. as proposed in 
amendments Monday, he stressed. 
Raphael pointed out, however, that 
it would be in the company’s best 
interests to keep the roadway in top 
condition. He said the company would 
improve the road at a later date if it 
were needed, but they could not agree 
to anything at this point. 
Bruce A lbright, president of 
Target, and Ken Macke, chairman of 
the board, have been in Plano during 
the past two days talking to residents 
and civic leaders in an attempt to get 
the store approved. 
In 
a 
further effort 
to gain 
homeowner approval, the company 
will move the truck loading dock and 
related operations to the southwest 
portion of the store and move the 
northern wall back an additional IO 
feet. 
Target is making every effort to 
come into Plano, Raphael stressed, 
but 
a store must open 
in 
the 
Richardson-Plano area next year. If 
approval is not obtained soon, the 
store and its estimated $309,000 in tax 
revenues will go to Richardson.

(UPI) — Former world heavyweight boxing champion Joe 
Frazier’s planned six-week musical engagement here has been cut short because 
it isn’t doing enough business. 
“Smokin’ Joe and His Revue,” a soul act that opened a week ago, will make its 
final appearance Sunday at the Hacienda Hotel. It was the third Nevada casino 
engagement for the 33-year-old former champ. 
“Business was slow,” said hotel spokesman Pepper Davis. “I think Joe came 
in too soon after closing the deal. He needed to get some prepublicity, like on the 
national talk shows.”

It was a lost cause, but Plano firefighters battled for more than an hour Wed­ 
nesday afternoon to save a new house at 2800 Deep Valley. The $67,000 residence 
built by K-John was recently sold and an Oklahoma family was to move in 
Saturday. A crew of plumbers and air conditioning men were in the house to 
correct a few small problems when the fire broke out, according to Fire Marshal 
Bill Threet. He believes the fire began in an overheated pipe which ignited the 
frame.

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More Problems 
Six pieces of equipment were summoned to a 5 p.m. blaze at 
2800 Deep Valley, but one was slightly delayed. Two Station 
booster was struck by a 1973 Monte Carlo at the intersection 
of Roundrock and Parker and was held up for about 15 
minutes while an accident report was taken. No one was 
injured in the crash, but Chief Paul Mayfield indicated that 
the delay may have been critical in extinguishing the blaze 
which demolished the residence. Fire Marshal Bill Threet 
said the fire began when a pipe overheated by a plumber’s 


solder ignited the surrounding wood. Air conditioning ser­ 
vice men discovered the fire which was ’’blazing big” and 
called in the alarm. The first unit was on the scene at 5:05 
p.m. and the blaze was tapped out at 6:19 p.m. The last of 21 
men who fought the fire returned to the station at 7:54 p.m. 
Threet said the home sustained ‘‘complete dam age” and 
added that a residence next dom* may have suffered some 
heat damage, although the fire was contained.
